Woodlawn Citizens Flee on All Sides 
at the Approach of a Negro and 
Two White Men. 


Two white men and a negro caused trepi- 
dation in peaceful Woodlawn last night. 
They are not known to have committed any 
crimes, but three groups of persons were 
sure they were holdup men looking for vic- 
tims. Capt. Shippy sent out an order to pa- 
trolmen to keep a watch cut, but at midnight 
the trio still enjoyed liberty. 

A man who wanted to bet on McKinley 
was the first to fancy himself marked for a 
victim. About 9 o'clock a political argument 
sprang up in Schraeder’s drug store, Sixty- 
fourth street and Grace avenue, and George 
Rearick, the clerk, accepted a bet with one 
of the customers. The customer went home 
to get $200. Half an hour later he rushed 
into the store, threw down the money, and 
said excitedly: 

Put this money away in your safe quick: 
three men have been shadowing me. There 
were two white men and a negro, and I’m 
sure they meant to hold me up.” 

Chinamen were the next to meet a trio 
containing one black man. Jem Wah's 

„ No. 229 Sixty-fourth street, was 
entered by such a company at 10 o' clock. 
and, after a word or two, they began to act, 
the laundryman says, as if they were going 
to rob him. He is not clear as to what in- 
dicated a prospective holdup, but called out 
a Celestial rallying cry to three cousins in 
the back-room, and they left their tubs long 
enough to attack the three intruders with 
smoothing irons and drive them into the 
street. The quartet of Chinamen chased the 
trio and then quit the pursuit to confide with 
the police. The negro was said by Jem 
Wah to be the leader. 

The third appearance of Woodlawn’s bad 
men was at the Sixty-fourth street viaduct 
of the Ilinols Central. Henry Smith, a 
young man, was returning home when the 
trio hove in sight. They did not do a thing, 
but Mr. Smith did. He jumped to the con- 
clusion the men were bandits and he ran 
to the police station. He had 628 in his 
clothes, and he said he was certain the trio 
wanted it. 

Capt. Shippy says the trio must be badly 
frightened at the way Woodlawn citizens 
receiVe their advances if they happen not 
to be bad men. 


TYNAN FINALLY RELEASED FROM JAIL. 


French Government Refuses the Re- 
quest for the Extradition of the 
Alleged Dynamiter. 


New York, Oct. 18.—Mrs. P. J. P. Tynan re- 
ceived a cablegram from her husband this 
afternoon which said: 

“Am released, Hope to greet you in New 
York.” 

Paris, Oct. 13.—The Minister of Justice, M. 
Darlan, at a Cabinet council today, submit- 
ted reasons for refusing the extradition of 
P. J. P. Tynan, the Irish-American alleged 
dynamiter, now in custody at Boulogne-sur- 
Mer. 

He said that the evidence that Tynan is the 
so-called No. 1 is not conclusive, nor is it 
proved that Tynan was connected with the 
Phenix Park murders. Even had these 
premises been established, said M. Darlan, 
the case is covered by the ten years limita- 
tion. 

Consequently Tynan will be released so 
soon as these decisions are submitted to the 
officials at the British Embassy.

day. He left a confession that is sensa- 
tional. 

He asked that William F. Gillham of Alton, 
III., be sent for. Mr. Gilham was found at 
Chicago and went at once to Lewistown. 
To him and to a fellow-prisoner named 
Clifton Clapp Wyatt confessed that six years 
ago he murdered D. T. Gillham, father of 
William F. Gillham, at Alton. 

Gillham was an ex-State Senator, and at 
the time of his death was a member of the 
State Board of Agriculture. 

Mr. Gillham awoke at night and found 
burglars in his house. He made an outcry 
and was shot, dying soon after. 

John Brown and George Starkey were 
charged with the crime, Wyatt was also 
arrested, and turning State’s evidence said 
he held the horses of the two men while they 
committed the deed. 

They were sentenced to thirty years at 
Chester Penitentiary. Starkey has since 
died and Brown is still confined at Chester. 

The confession is vouched for by Wyatt's 
wife, who visited him a few hours before 
he killed himself, and to whom he made 
the same confession. A letter found in his 
cell after death and in Wyatt’s handwriting 
is addressed to William F. Gillham and re-. 
iterates the confession and reasserts 
truth. ’ 

Those who have heard of the story and 
know of Wyatt’s history place credence in 
his confession. It is probable that steps 
will be taken soon. looking to the release 
of Brown. 

Story of the Gillham Murder. 

Alton, III., Oct. 18.—[Special.]—The murder 
of Daniel B.*Gillham, to which the suicide 
at Canton has confessed, took place on the 
night of March 17, 1890, and because of the 
prominence of the murdered man and the 
nature of the crime, was one of the most 
sensational in the annals of Southern Illinois 
crime. 

Mr. Gillham resided at Upper Alton, which 
is a suburb of the city. On the night of the 
murder he was awakened by the presence of 
some one in the room and rose from his 
bed to investigate. As he stepped to his 
feet a burglar pointed a revolver at his 
breast, cautioned him not to stir, and then 
fired a shot into his left breast. | 

The wounded man fell to the floor and his 
murderer escaped in the darkness. The 
next morning the tracks of two men were 
followed from the house to a nearby rail- 
road track and along the track for several 
miles, but the burglars were neither seen 
nor captured. Mr. Gillham lived for several 
days after the shooting, and before he died 
made a statement of the affair and described 
ds nearly as possible the man who fired 
the shot. 

A year later three men were arrested for 
the crime. They were George Starkey, John 
Brown, and James R. Wyatt. At the trial 
Wyatt turned State’s evidence. Hesaid that 
he, and Starkey, and Brown had gone to ex- 


Senator Gillham’s house for the purpose of 


robbing him of some money which they 
had seen him draw at the bank that day. 
Starkey, he says, went into the house, and 
he and Brown stood guard upon the outside. 

Starkey and Brown were sentenced to 
serve thirty years in the penitentiary and 
Wyatt was released. 

He went from Alton after the trial to De- 
catur. Starkey and Brown stoutly denied 
the statements of Wyatt at the trial, and 
contended throughout that they were inno- 
cent men. Three weeks ago Starkey died in 
the penitentiary at Chester, where Brown 
is still a prisoner.

dition. 
Raves Like a Madman. 


After finishing his story in the station last 
night the prisoner suddenly became Violent 
and raved like a dangerous lunatic. 

Manning was a lineman employed by the 
Western Union Telegraph company at Chil- 
licothe, IIL, until four years ago, when he 
buried his little boy Willie, aged 12 years. 
Prior to Willie’s death Manning lost his 
wife and eldest son John. Then Nellie, his 
daughter, was run over by a heavy truck 
and injured so badly that she died six 
months later. 

‘Manning had by prudent economy man- 
aged to save $1,300, all of which he expended 
in trying to save his daughter’s life. Man- 
ning lost all ambition and, according to his 
own story, drank excessively. Within two 
months after Nellie’s death his boy Willie 
died, and it was not long afterwards that he 
found himself an inmate of the Jacksonville 
asylum. After a month’s confinement in the 
institution he escaped, taking with him two 
youthful sons of Dr. Barber, the superin- 
tendent. 

Wanderings of the Madnian. 

After wandering through several towns in 
Southern Illinois the escaped lunatic wound 
up in the asylum at Kankakee, where he 
was confined for three months, when he 
was discharged as sane. 

Coming to Chicago, Manning first made 
his appearance on the North Side, where he 
baffied the police and terrorized the residents 
by kidnaping boys of from 10 to 14 years of 
age. 

Next he turned up in Englewood and South 
Chicago. On Sept. 20 Ernest Seacon, aged 
14 years, No. 5351 Cottage Grove avenue, 
was kidnaped. 

Manning called at the Bandler residence, 
No. 2715 Cottage Grove avenue, late yester- 
day afternoon and told the boy’s mother 


that he represented 4 company that was 


building an electric car line between Chicago 
and Kankakee, and wanted to engage Fred- 
die at 88 a week. Manning carried a lantern, 
as he always has done these trips. He 
succeeded in getting Freddie to go with him.

POSTMASTERS SHOW PARTISANSHIP. 


Complaints That Many of Them Are 
Holding Up Documents Addressed 
to Republicans. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 13.—[Special.]—A 
number of Democratic Postmasters in Wy- 
oming, Tennessee, Kansas, Alabama, and 
Florida have been letting their partisan- 
ship get the better of their sense of duty. 

The Republican Congressional committee 
has been receiving reports that Republican 
literature seni by,the committee was being 


held up. 

In Wyoming the conduct of the Postmas- 
ters has been flagrant, for they have per- 
sistently refused to deliver documents for- 
warded from Washington. A number of 
sacks of political matter were sent in bulk 
to Wyoming under Chairman Babcock’s 
frank. Each document in the sack was, 
however, put in a separate envelope bearing 
the frank of Senator Warren. When these 
sacks, reached the Chairmen of the various 
counties they were opened and the envelopes 
containing the single documents were ad- 
dressed to individuals. 

When the Postmaster received them, if he 
were a Bryanite, he refused to deliver them 
on the ground they could not be franked 
a second time. This was the position which 
many of them took. Some, however, al- 
lowed the documents to pile up without 
making any effort to deliver them. 

Senator Warren wrote to Chairman Bab- 
cock. Having received similar complaints 
from other States, Chairman Babcock de- 
termined to call the attention of the post- 
office authorities to this partisan conduct.

Bingley Denies the Charge. 

M. A. Bingley, who is implicated by the 
health authorities in the case with Jeffers, 
told a reporter for THE TRIBUNE last night 
that he had little or nothing to do with it. 


But he says he has practiced medicine for 
eight years in Texas, and has just stood an 
examination before the State Board. Jeffers 
was nowhere to be found. Both of the men 
are students of the college, and Bingley says 
it has been the practice of the faculty all 
through the summer to encourage the stu- 
dents to treat the sick as if they were phy- 
sicians. 

Commissioner Kerr, in acting on the case, 
sent a letter to the attorney for the State 
Board of Health, in which he related the re- 
ported circumstances, and asked for prose- 
cution in the case of Jeffers and Bingley. He 
inclosed a report of Medical Inspector Mal- 
colm Gunn, M. D., reviewing the facts care- 
fully. He asked prosecution under Sec. 12 of 
the act to regulate the practice of medicine 
in lllinois, in force July 1, 1887, which pre- 
scribes a $100 fine for the first and $200 rine 
for the second offense. 

According to Dr. Gunn's report Dr. Edna 
Gobel of the Chicago Commons could not 
state whether the students, Jeffers and 
Bingley, were graduated physicians or not, 
but she knew they were students at the IIII- 
nois Medical College, and referred Dr. Gunn 
to Dr. H. H. Brown, Secretary of the college. 
Dr. Brown said neither was a graduate of the 
college, Jeffers being a junior. Bingley for 
several years had practiced medicine in 
Texas, but the Illinois Medical College could 
not graduate him, as he had not spent suffi- 
cient time, according to the laws of the State, 
in the study of medicine, Dr. Brown thought 
the students had taken the cases on their 
own authority.

SHOES NOT TO COST MUCH MORE. 


Advance in the Price of Leather Will 
| Affect the Retail Buyer Only to 
a Small Degree. | 


A story printed by a morning paper yester- 
day, in which it was announced that owing 
to an increase in the price of leather, pre- 
pared by the leather trust, there would be 
a large and immediate advance fm the price 
of shoes, was doubted by leading manu- 
facturers in the shoe trade. 

M. D, Wells said: “It is probably true 
there is a scarcity of leather and hides, but 
so far as I know or can see the indications 
do not point to an advance in prices that 
will be appreciable to the retail buyer. Man- 
ufacturers are doing little, because they 
urge retailers to carry small and clean 
stocks of goods. When political conditions 
settle, as they soon will, we shall look with 
more favor on larger orders. Just now we 
do not want them.“

company, the leather trust, Manager Ci eary 
explained that the trust was not éntirely 
responsible for the advance in leather, be- 
cause all kinds of goods entering into shoe

London, Oct. 13.—-[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.J—Two prominent 
London evening papers take Gould's side 
tonight in his dispute with the Yacht Racing 
Association.

The 
Yacht Racing Association Council may or 
may not be well advised in trying to brush 
his protest aside with as high a hand as 
possible, but the fact remains a visit was 
paid by certain men to Mr. Gould’s yacht in 
his absence; that his visitors had not the 
courtesy to leave their names; and that the 
object of their visit was to inquire into what 
were imagined to be some suspicious ar- 
rangements on board the yacht, an inquiry 
which certainly ought to have been made in 
Mr. Gould’s presence. The council says no 
discourtesy was intended, but they would do 
well on another occasion to see that their 
actions bear out their inténtions.”’ 

The Pall Mall Gazette remarks in similar 
tones: We cannot say the council makes 
out a very strong case by its own confes- 
sion that the association neglected a very 
obvious piece of courtesy, and, after the 
scandals in connection with the America 
Cup, it should have taken every care to avoid 
the slightest semblance of friction. It has 
undoubtedly rubbed Mr. Gould the wrong 
way, and he might have been served with a 
handsomer apology.”’

COL. BRUCE SELLS THE STUD BOOK.

Jockey Club Buys It and All Trouble 
Is Now Ended. 


Lexington, Ky., Oct. 183.— [Special. Col. 


S. D. Bruce has sold his stud book to the 
Jockey club for $35,000. The transaction 
has just been completed by telegraph. The 
Jockcy club gets the six volumes already com- 
pleted together with the electrotype plates 
of the same, the manuscript copy for the 
seventh volume, which has been prepared 
up to date, the library, and other belongings. 
The trouble between Col. Bruce and the 
Jockey club is of long standing and well 
known to turfmen, and the sale puts an 
end to it forever. 

At a meeting of the Turf Congress here 
it was resolved that the Jockey club be re- 
quested to codperate With Bruce and that but 
one registration fee be charged. It was 
agreed that if both Bruce and the Jockey 
club registrations must be recognized that the 
registrations should be reduced to $1 each. 
This action on the part of the Turf Congress 
was the cause for the purchase of the stud 
book. The Turf Congress recommended that 
the rule requiring five crosses in a pedigree 
before the animal can be registered be re- 
pealed. In speaking of the sale, Col. Bruce 
said he was glad the matter had been set- 
tled. He began the publication of the book 
in 1866. He is now 72 years old and says he 
is willing to give up the work.

BREAK THE KITE-FLYING RECORD. 


Blue Hill Observers Use the Meteoro- 
graph to Advantage at a Dis- 
tance of 9,385 Feet. 


Bayonne, N. J., Oct. 12.—The observers at 
Blue Hill Observatory have sent to William 
A. Eddy definite details of their great kite 
ascension of Thursday, when records were 
made with their meteorograph at a height 
of 9,385 feet above a level. More than three 
miles of piano wire were paid out, the as- 
cension beginning at 9:15 a. m. and ending 
at 9:05 p. m. The pull on the wire was from 
twenty to fifty pounds at the start, and 
ranged from fifty to ninety-five-pounds at 
the highest point, after which it slowly de- 
creased, The instrument entered and passed 
through the clouds as shown by the record 
of very dry air above the clouds, The tem- 
perature fell from 46° at the hill to 20° at 
an altitude of 8,750 feet. The meteorograph 
record in ink on a revolving cylinder run 
by clockwork was the best yet obtained. 
The lifting force consisted of seven Eddy 
and two Hargrave kites from six to nine 
feet in diameter, and the ascension was man- 
aged by Clayton, Fergusson, and Sewatland 
of the observatory. The instrument was 
more than a mile high during three hours. 
This breaks all kite altitude records. The 
height, 9,385 feet, is about 1,000 feet less 
than two miles.

| MONEY IS NOW EASIER. 


BANKS ARE TAKING COMMERCIAL 
PAPER MORE FREELY. 


Reserves of National Banks Average 
40 Per Cent and an Outlet Is Being 
Sought for Idle Capital—Forerun- 
ner ot the Ante-Election Prosperity 
—Englewood, and Chicago Operat- 
ing Two Cars—Blevated and Sur- 
face Line Traffic in New York. 


Commercial paper is in more demand at 
the local banks today than it has been for 
two months. Since the statement was made 
on the call of the Controller the banks have 
eased up somewhat in the matter of loans 
and they are likely to ease up more within 
the next few days. The statements sub- 
mitted on the call of Controller Eckels show- 
ing the condition at the close of business 
Oct. 6 showed reserves held by various 
national banks of from 40 to 50 per cent. 
Those whose statements have so far been 
compiled show an average reserve of a lit- 
tle more than 46 per cent. The legal re- 
serve is only 25 per cent, and there is there- 
fore more than 20 per cent of total deposits 
in excess of the legal requirement held in 
the bank vaults. The fact that reserves are 
held so high will naturally have a consider- 
able effect upon earnings applicable to 
dividends, and banks are beginning already 
to seek an outlet to this plethora of money. 
The ordinary borrower, who has been seek- 
ing to make loans during the last two 
months, will find the banks nearly or quite 
as stiff now as they were earlier in the cam- 
paign. There is a demand, however, for 
good commercial paper and this demand is 
showing itself in the way of taking up all 
of the good commercial paper to be had. 

This is looked upon as the forerunner of 
the returning confidence, which is expected 
to follow the election of McKinley. Rates 
for money still continue firm, and there is 
no probability. of any marked decline. The 
situation, however, has brightened material- 
ly, and the borrower who sees a good chance 
to use money will not hesitate at paying 6 
per cent, which is the average rate now 
charged. The effect of returning confidence 
is being felt strongly in New York. Yes- 
terday’s market was strong and active, and 
some of the more active of the securities

INSUKANCE AFFAIRS. 


Matters of unusual importance lll be con- 
sidered by the members of the Underwriters’ As- 
sociation at the quarterly meeting this afternoon. 
It is the last meeting of the year. A request for 
a reduction of the insurance rate on the Audi- 
torlum Building and contents promises to meet 
with considerable opposition. The amount of in- 
surance involved aggregates $500,000. A part of 
the policies expire on Oct. 15, but in case the rate 
is changed the entire amount will be rewritten. 
The reduction asked amounts to practically 25 
per cent, making the rate $13.50 a thousand. 
Among tthe items insured is $40,000 on the organ 
and $100,000 on decorations. An unusual clause 
in the policies provides that the insured will not 
make any claim for a loss of $2,500 or less. In 
case of a loss on the building proper the $2,500 is 
deducted from the amount of settlement by the 
companies. The risk is regarded as an excep- 
tionally good one. ‘ 

The car barn schedule will be adopted by the 
association and put into effect. This means an 
increase in the present rate on these buildings as 
now constructed of 50 per cent. The new schedule 
is arranged particularly to reduce the extent of 
the risk. In case the improvements in the barns 
suggested by the association are made and the 
area reduced the increase in rates will average 
from 15 to 20 per cent. The scale will vary ac- 
according to the manner in which cars are stored 
over night and on the extent of the fire fighting 
equipment. This increase in rdte is the result of 
the experience of the companies for the last ten 
years, in which the business has been a loss to the 
insuraace agents. 

It is probable a report of the Executive commit- 
tee covering the use of acetyline gas will be sub- 
mitted to the meeting. 

In addition to these matters committees will be 
elected.

“ROADS SHOULD ACT IN GOOD FAITH. 


Western Roads Pledged Not to 
Rates Without Authority. 

In a confidential circular to the members 
of the Western Freight Association Com- 
missioner Midgley says the resolution 
adopted at the close of the meeting of traf- 
fic officers last week pledging all parties 
not to make any change in tariffs or regu- 
lations, except as provided for in the as- 
sociation agreement, does not set aside the 
special understanding on the part of cer- 
tain lines, that they will not, pending 
further efforts by the executive officers to 
improve the condition as to rates, meet the 
reduced tariffs of competitors. 

It was understood, Commissioner Midgley

Popocratic Campaign Committee’s 
Charge of Irregularity in Expedit- 
ing the Naturalization Business 
Fails to Hold When Sifted in a 
Tribunal—County Clerk Gives «a 
Vigorous Opinion of Morris Cohen— 
Arguments of the Attorneys. 


Philip Knopf, Clerk of Cook County, was 
exonerated by Judge Payne yesterday of 
the charge of malfeasance in office lodged 
against him by Popocratic campaign man- 
agers in connection with his handling of 
naturalization papers. The court also found 
that the arrest had been a mistake inasmuch 
as the complaint failed to locate any wrong- 
doing in Cook County or to affirm the belief 
of the complainants that any offense had 
been committed. 

Mr. Knopf has decided not to cause the 
arrest of those who stole the papers which 
oe offered as evidence in the case against 
him. 

A crowd had gathered when court opened 
yesterday morning. Besides those concerned 
inethe general docket there were big dele- 
gations of Mr. Knopf’s friends, county of- 
ficials and employés, and members of the 
Popocratic campaign organization present. 

Mr. Knopf looked business from the outset. 
He chewed tobacco in a determined way as 
he sat in a seat in the jury box and watched 
the proceedings critically. 

County Attorney Lles fought for the de- 
fense. Ex-Senator Duncan and Prosecut- 
ing-Attorney S. E. Gilbert opposed him. 
si attorneys clustered about these prin- 
c 8. 


Duncan Opens the Argument. 


Attorney Duncan led off with a spirited 
argument to show that it was a crime for 
the County Clerk to prepare his naturaliza- 
tion papers in his own office in advance of 
the process which makes aliens ready to 

apply for them. He said in signing and affix- 
ing the seal to blank naturalization papers 
before they were due, even if the intention 
were to save time against the hour when the 
rust of citizen-making should be on, a great 
offense was committed against the honor, 
peace, and dignity of the people of Cook 
County—if not the entire Nation. 

In following up this argument Attorney 
Gilbert pointed out that not only had this 
batch of minors’ final certificates been pre- 
pared in direct menace to the safety of the 
Commonwealth, but a package of them had 
been left unguarded upon a radiator in the 
naturalization court-room, if the affiant were 
to be credited. Many citizens could have 
been made by filling in blanks in these cer- 
tificates if a member of the Popocratic Cam- 
paign committee who seized them had not 
felt it his duty to use the find for court evi- 
‘dence instead of diverting the certificates 
to fraudulent naturalizations. 


Illes Qutlines the Defense. 


Mr. lies based the defense upon the asser- 
tion that the County Clerk had the right to 
make out papers to transact the routine of 


his office in any order or after any system 
which pleased him. He said the expedition | 


of office business could constitute no crime. 
If such papers had become mislaid by the 
carelessness of clerks it was not a criminal 
get on the part of the Clerk. If criminality 
were involved at all it must be on the part 
of those who held such papers unlawfully, 
as they hardly could be obtained except sur- 
reptitiously or by open larceny from the 
court-room. In no case, the attorney ar- 
sued, could the official be guilty of crime 
unless he had used such papers to defeat the

Judge Payne Finds a Flaw. 

After these speeches Judge Payne looked 
over the affidavit upon which Mr. Knopf 
had been arrested the day before. He noticed 
it did not set forth the fact of any crime 
being committed in Cook County. That 
deficiency, the court said, made it invalid, 
Mr. Knopf had the right, if an amendment 
Were not allowed, to walk out of courtand 
forget that he had been arrested. "Messrs. 
Duncan and Gilbert immedistt{iy asked to 
be allowed the privilege r making the 
needed amendment. :. iles objected. 

The court thought such a step was not in 
order, but het zgreed to consider authori- 
ties. It wae aecided that the amendment 
could be entered, and the case at once went 
to the examination of witnesses. 

Scores of clerks and deputies from the 
County Clerk’s office were put upon the 


J” stand to identify the handwriting upon the 


certificates as that of Philip Knopf, County 
Clerk, but none of them would do it. Each 
man swore he thought the signature a 
forgery. Henry L. Hertz said it was not the 
writing of his old friend Knopf. Several 
witnesses said they thought the papers had 
been taken by stealth from the County 
Clerk’s office. None knew how the papers 
came to be left upon the court-room radiator. 


Court Dismisses the Case. 


Judge Payne finally took the case into his 
own hands, and ended the proceedings by 
dismissing it. 

I do not think these naturalization blanks 
were left upon either desk or radiator in the 
naturalization court-room, as alleged in 
the affidavit,”’ said Mr. Knopf after his vic- 
tory. .“‘ I think now, as I have all along, that 

orris Cohen, Popocratic superintendent of 
naturalization work, who made out the affi- 
davit, knows how they came to disappear 
from my office. He has had access to every- 
thing there, because of his official position 
and on the strength of a letter which he pre- 
sented to me from his Popocratic managers 
when he began his duties. But I am so con- 
vinced that he tried to run a sharp practice 
upon me that I have told him he never again 
could have the privileges of this office, and, if 
he intrudes, I will give him my boot. The 
prosecution, as I said at the outset, was a 
campaign trick, and it fizzled.’’

‘Bryan vs. the “Money Power.” 

Chicago; Oct. 13.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
—According to Mr. Bryan “ the money pow- 
er (meaning the banks and other rich cor- 
porations and persons), did a great wrong 
to the people by causing their representatives 
to omit from the act of 1873 a provision for 
coining, standard silver dollars. That, al- 
though laobody wanted them, it was fore- 
seen that they would be wanted some years 
later, and that sin of omission caused the 
panic of 18983. 

Assuming for the moment this absurdly 
false charge to be true, how does he propose 
that the people shall redress this wrong? 

Simply by making a law permitting every 
owner of silver bullion to turn it into legal 
tender dollars, sixteen times the weight 
of a gold dollar, although the gold dollar will 
buy about thirty times its weight of silver 
bullion. 

Andgthis is the remedy which is to benefit 
the whole people at the expense of the 
money power.“ 

The simplicity of this scheme reminds one 
of Simple Simon, or of those financiers who 
procured money by going to a cavern and 
crying Open sesame,“ but it seems that 
it must be seriously discussed before the peo- 
ple. 

Now, as the object is to get redress from 
the money powers, it ought to be shown how 
the practical working of such a law would 
—— them while helping all worthy peo- 
ple. . 

Gold is owned by the rich and not by the 
poor, and the dealers in money have long 
been preparing for such an enactment by tak- 
ing special contracts for gold payments and 
in other ways. 

The most confident Bryan man probably 
does mot imagine that a majority vote for 
his party would make thé world’s standard 
of value anything el#e but gold. If he has 
gold dollars he would not loan them with 
a stipulation that if his party succeeds the 
same number of silver dollars may be paid 
back to him. He openly says that he wants 


the people to have silver dollars because 


they are cheaper than gold dollars. 

The money power then would control 
the real standard of value the same as they 
did during the war. The mere threat of the 
Bryan law has made the gold in their hands 
more powerful than ever, and a few illustra- 
tions out of many that are obvious will show 
how they could take advantage of such legis- 
lation. 

A bank has got a thousand dollars of the 
hard-earned savings of a mechanic or farm- 
er, which was gold or money which it has con- 
verted into gold at par. The bank takes 


_abbdut five hundred of these gold dollars and 


buys silver builion enough to tender the 
depositor and keeps the rest. 

A life insurance company (which has taken 
the precaution to require all debts to it to 
be paid in gold) has been for many years 
receiving the premiums of the insured in 
gold or its equivalent. The new law will 
‘comfort the insured person on his deathbed 
by the certainty that his family will get pn tn 
their 
chances of what they will be worth. 

A silver mine corporaticn pays the men 


who produce its bullion, or have loaned it 


money to do so, in silver dollars, leaving 
miners to strike for higher wages in order 
to even be as well off as they were before 
the change, owing to higher prices of the 
necessities of life. The millionaire silver 
mine owners have been greatly favored al- 
ready, but under the Bryan law they could 
force all their product, of incaiculable 
amount, upon the people, in the form of 
legal tender silver dollars. 

A wealthy man may have gold belonging 
to another in his hands and keep hold of it 
until such a law was passed for the very 
purpose of taking one-half of it and buying 
silver to tender, thus converting the other 
half to his own use. 

A wealthy person or corporation has ob- 
tained a contract, estimated by the con- 
tractor upon the gold basis, but after prices 
of material and skilled labor have risen he 
pays in silver dollars instead of gold. 

And in the general demoralization and in- 
security which must accompany any radical 
change in values, until by long experiment 
things are adjusted to it, prudent men will 
not engage in new enterprises, and those 
who can will have to borrow of the money 
power,” on gold contracts, or sell out to 
them. 

The answer sometimes made that if the 
money power could take advantage of such 
a law they would be in favor of it does not 
follow. f 

Rich men might object to seeing their coun- 
try ruined, even if they could make money 
during the disturbance, and that from mo- 
tives-of enlightened self-interest, if they can 
be credited with no better ones. 

Bryan flatters himself with the base hope 
that he is arraying the poor against the rich. 
He is in reality a modern Jack Cade, leading 
a mob to deprive thrift of its moderate earn- 
ings and crucify the good faith which holds 
the moral elements of society together. 

Furthermore, by the hypothesis, it is not 
the rich alone who must be called to account 
for the wrongs suffered by the people. Leg- 
islators can enact financial ** crimes even 
under the beneficent system of free and un- 
limited coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

It is assumed that a friend of silver is 
a friend of the people (especially of the poor), 
when in office as well as on the stump. 

Would it-be uncharitable to suspect that 
the mine-owners would be the special object 
of his affection, and that he might not have 
any room in his heart for men who have no 
silver? 

And if it were supposable that the Bryan 
law cculd cause the purchasing pcwer of 
the silver dollar to increase—not just enough, 
but too much—would not that law become 
the crime of 1897 ’’? 

Respecting a law lowering the standard of 
value for the avowed purpose of scaling down 
debts contracted in gold or its equivalent 
and obliging the government to violate its 
solemn pledge to maintain the parity some- 
thing might be urged upon the score of 
honesty. 

But any one possessed of integrity and 
honor has a kind of instinctive feeling which 
prompts him against a dishonest proposition, 
while no amount of argument ever made one 
honest.
